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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argunnents filed 09/02/05 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicants argues that Cook et al does not teach having focus position and flood position of 
a lamp and that Cook does not show functioning in a focused condition. As stated in the response to previous arguments, figures 3A-C of 
Cook shows the shuttering system wherein the system is adjusted to three different positions. The first being more of a compact position 
whereas the third having a greater with than that first and second. The examiner notes that beam direction of the first position differs 
from that of the third in that the third position has more of a focused beam array. Therefore the examiner feels that the disclosure of Cook 
meet the limitation being claimed since it is depicted in the figures, listed above, that Cook's apparatus is capable of selectively emitting 
radiation in either flood (3A) or focused (3C) position. As a further example the examiner makes reference to US patent 6,619,819 
(Stowell et al). The said US patent a similar apparatus is disclosed (see figures). And in reference to the said figures, Stowell teaches 
focusing of the said apparatus (column 6 line 51 through column 7 line 10). Both apparatuses (Stowell and Cook) operate in the same 
manner and therefore are considered art equivalents. Which as stated above shows applicant's limitation of being in the flood position 
and focused position. The examiner also feels that figures 3A and 3B shows a relatively elliptical reflective body. Applicant further argues 
that the rejection lack motivation to include stop members. The examiner contends that Cook teaches a shuttering system wherein said 
first and second reflective bodies move in respective paths of movement for the purpose of varying the amount of radiation that reaches 
the substrate as discussed above. Cook teachings of such a system, as discussed above, do not require a secondary reference with 
regards to the applicant's included stop members because Cook's reflective shutters are capable of performing equivalent functions. .
